The ‘cold figures of the depart- 


,; ment of commerce showing that 
| Texas and Louisiana made larger 
pes puree, in 1927 than Georgia are 
in nowise discreditable to Georgia. 

It must be taken into account 
that Texas has an area four and a 
half times greater than Georgia, 

with 40 per cent more population, 
with nearly four timés the farm 
land under occupation, crops hav- 
ing twice the value of Georgia’s, 
with cattle, oil, gas. and wool ex- 
ports that Georgia does not pro- 
duce. So there is neither rivalry 
nor fair comparison between the ex- 
port figures of Texas and ,Georgia. 

In the case of Louisiana it is 
well known that the greater bulk 
of exports out of New Orleans 
come down the river and the rail- 
roads from other states of the vast 
Mississippi basin and from as. far 
north as Minnesota.

And so I have at last found an ap- 
propriate rejoinder to that retort. 
It is arthritism. ‘There's a nice, hon- 
est word for it, snappy, nothing vague 
or misleading about it. Arthritism— 
that’s medicalese for a joint condi- 
tion, or a tendency to joint inflamma- 
tion. “Rheumatism” meant nothing 
of the kind; your dictionary will tell 
you that rheum means rather a dis- 
charge, a flow—indeed “salt rheum” 
is a familiar name for eczema.
